SWALLOW A FEW FACTS. 
For a quarter of a century labor organizations have been 
fighting for a short work day and high pay on the promise 
to the public that such a policy would produce more per hour 
per man. The public eventually believed the representations 
thus made by labor leaders and the 8-hour day has become 
almost universal in the United States with a wage scale of $1 
an hour or better for practically any kind *of skilled labor. 
A summary of the results under the short hour, high pay 
day has been a surprise and a disappointment. Instead of add­ 
ed incentive for work, high pay and short hours have appar­ 
ently bred contempt of honest labor and pride in efficient 
workmanship. The story is the same the country over, inferior 
goods and decreased production per man power. More money 
to spend and more time for loafing seems to have been a 
curse instead of a blessing to many workmen. 
We are now facing a readjustment period which is going 
to be a leveler of m a n y things. The profiteering industry and 
the profiteering work man are going to be swept into the dis­ 
card. The public has cheerfully paid high wages for short 
hours but with falling labor prtMuction and inefficiency the 
public is beginning to revolt at holdup tactics and is going 
to demand a day’s work for a day’s pay. 
Five years ago the concern or individual that stood out 
against labor dictation faced severe criticism. Today, because 
labor has repeatedly refused to adhere to the bargains it has 
made in its collective capacity the consuming public is weary 
of paying the bills caused by the irresponsibility of labor to 
keep its agreements. 
Our nation is facing a house shortage of national propor­ 
tions. Materials are high due to the cost of production but 
they comprise the smallest cost of building. Wages are high 
and hours are short but this would not deter building if it 
were not for the enormous amount of “stolen time” that goes 
in on every job by carpenters, plumbers, plasterers, brick lay­ 
ers, etc. While theoretically cost has "only increased about 
IOO per cent, actually it is 400 per cent higher than before 
the war due to decreased efficiency and “loafing on the job.” 
It is a well known fact that sawmills are closing all over 
the West for lack of orders. A large mill at 
Clear 
Lake, 
Washington, has been compelled to close and has notified its 
men that when it starts again it will be on a materially dif­ 
ferent basis and one of the changes will probably be from 
an 8-hour to a 10-hour day. Carpenters are severely criticizing 
the management. 
While the mill management was discussing the necessity for 
this change a man who is building a large barn near Mt. Ver­ 
non, Washington, arrived at the lumber company’s office and 
after listening to the conversation for-a short time said: “I 
would like to tell you something about these carpenters who

W hat is the difference between these carpenters delivering 
a short day’s work and delivering 7 sacks of potatoes in place I 
of IO or short changing in any manner. 
The honest workman and the honest employer have got to 
get together and talk these things over or it will not be long 
before the employer cannot employ and the workman will be 
out of a job. The offenders who practice “striking on the 
job” as they term doing less than a day’s work for a day’s 
pay, must be eliminated or there will be a wholesale closing 
down of industry and industrial activity in this nation and a 
complete breaking up of our high wage, short hour day. 
The foregoing are hard cold facts and we will have to 
swallow thenf and get used to the changed order of things 
whether we like it or not. A good slogan to adopt would be 
Honest work for honest pay, or no work for no pajr.”

During the last two months of 
1920 in Cincinnati approximately one 
half of all misdemeanor cases oi\ 
the docket of the clerk of the Mu­

lations of parking regulations, driv­

Plenty of Ice on Hand 
for Ada This Year Is 
Ice Company's Report 


Mr. Givens, 
manager 
of 
the 
Southern Ice A Utilities Co., ad­ 
vises that from present indications 
an ice shortage this summer for 
Adp. and surrounding territory is 
almost out of the question, unless 
something of an extremely serious 
nature should happen. This is not 
expected, as a complete overhaul­ 
ing and repairing 
of 
machinery 
has been made and the plant is 
without a doubt in better shape 
than ever before. 
A new 
fifteen 
thousand gallon 
water 
treating 
tank has been erected to guard, in 
a way, 
against temporary 
water 
shortage and to assist in making 
as good grade of ice as is pos­ 
sible. 
In addition to this, the large 
fifteen hundred ton storage is now 
filled. On 
account 
of 
extremely 
cool and rainy weather during the 
entire spring and early summer, 
sales have been far short of nor­ 
mal years and this has enabled the 
storage to be filled from four to 
six weeks ahead of time. 
The peach crop, which always re­ 
quires a considerable amount of 
ice for handling, is almost an en­ 
tire failure, and this ice will be 
available 
for other 
requirements. 
Warm summer days are a month 
to six weeks behind time and even 
if hot weather should start now and 
continue through the entire sum­ 
mer, it is expected that a large 
surplus will
